Lake  County 


Located  in  northwestern  Montana,  Lake  County  is  Montana's  ninth 
most  populous  with  2 1 ,04 1  residents,  according  to  the  1 990  Census. 

Poison,  the  county  seat,  is  the  state's  22nd  largest  city  with  a  popula- 
tion of  3,29 1 .  Lake  County  is  home  to  the  Confederated  Salish  and 
Kootenai  Tribes  of  the  Flathead  Nation.  The  Flathead  Reservation  was 
established  by  the  Hellgate  Treaty  of  1 855.  In  1 845,  Father  Pierre  Jean 
De-Smet  arrived  and  helped  establish  the  first  permanent  mission  at  St. 
Ignatius  in  1 854.  Lake  County  is  also  home  to  the  Mission  Valley  and 
Mission  Mountain  Range,  Flathead  Lake,  the  National  Bison  Range,  Bob 
Marshall  Wilderness  and  close  to  Glacier  National  Park. 

According  to  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  median  income  for  Lake 
County  households  in  1989  was  $19,755.  The  county  is  1,653.8  square 
miles  in  area;  1 ,493.8  square  miles  in  land  area  and  1 59.9  in  inland 
water  area. 


County  residents  experience  the  four  distinct  seasons.  Average 
monthly  temperatures  in  the  Mission  Valley  range  fi"om  a  minimum  of 
1 8. 1  degrees  above  in  January  to  a  maximum  of  82.2  above  in  July.  The 
annual  average  precipitation  is  14.5  inches  and  the  growing  season  130 
days.
